WASUJ.NOION, March 10.-An effort will 


be made early 
week toJ take from 
the 


speaker's table tho senate bill for tho relief 
of Fitz John Porter. Under the rules, after 
the morning hour has expired a motion Is In 
uidei to go to the sneaker's table. This mo- 
tion may be c»iiloo>by a majority vote, and 
this action can be takqn by the hojise at any 
time, the democrats who favor tbe bill being 
In the majority, But It will require unani- 
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mous consent to eot aslda tho bills whichh pre- 
cede the Flu John Portor bill, so that'this 
bill can only be reached by disposing of the 
piecedlng bills. There are, howcve'-, thirty 
of these which must be disposed of In the 
usual way, and if the republicans resort to 
filibustering It will bo very difficult to even 
reach the Porter bill. 


A prominent republican senator, one of the 


best parliamentarians In congress, said this 
evening that it was In the power of the repub- 
licans In the liouse to defeat the bill, and he 
predicted that It would never pass this con- 
gress, By filibustering on each preceding bill 
on the speaker's table the chances fcr reach- 
Ing the Porter bill will bo exceedluglj small. 
Three roll calls can be required ou ever} 
measure, and the republicans, by refusing to 
vote, can almost at any time leave the house 
without i quorum. In this way the entire 
session can be consumed, and all other 
legislation crowded out. In this way tbe 
republicans were 
jyoventcd 
from tak- 


ing up the Dakota bill in the last con- 
gress. If the bill should be finally reached, 
however, the republicans would move to have 
It comulltted to the committee on military 
attaint, which would, of course, be defeated, 
and tbe bill would pass, in which event re- 
publican members hope the president will 
veto me mil, and tncre is some talk to this 
effect. Some ,of Mr. Arthur's friends are 
particularly an-rious that he should do so. 
They say it will bo an excellent nard for him 
to play. One reason aligned is that he would 
divide with Lv^an tho influence ot Uje soldier 
vote. Some ot Porter's friends asseit that 
as no constitutional' question Is Involved 
tbe president will not feel like exorcising the 
constitutional perogatlve.
